LONDON, Oct 7.—Alfred Tennyson 


died at 1:35 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Lady Tennyson, his son Hallam, and 
his wife, Sir Andrew Clark, Dr. Dabbs, 
the nurses and other servants who had 
been with him for twenty-five years 
were at his bedside: when death came. 
He was tranquil, conscious and painless 
to the end. 


Wednesday morning Tennyson was. 


turned, at his request, to faee the light. 
After looking at the window for sev- 
eral minutes, he; spoke of the brilliancy 
of the sunshine and the clearness of tho 
air. Early in the afternoon he slept 
lightly. He awoke1 in full conscious- 
ness. He asked for his favorite copy of 
Shakespeare, turned" the leaves until 
he found "Cymbellne," and gazed at 
one page for seyeral minutes, moving 
his lips as if reading to himself. The 
watchers Waited in silence for him to 
speak, but he finally laid down the 
volume without having uttered a word, 
and, with his finger still between the 
leaves, he fell asleep. The book was 
not removed.

When Tennyson awoke toward even- 


ing he could speak only in a weak 
whisper. He thanked Dr. Dabbs and 
Sir Andrew Clark for their faithful 
attendance, and commended all of tbe 
servants who had helped care for him 
during his illness, and whispered a 
word or two of gratitude to the nurses. 


As the evening advanced the moon 


rose in unusual splendor and flooded 
the 
room 
with light 
Tennyson 


watched it through the cnrtainless 
window, with his hand still resting be- 
tween the leaves of "Cymbeline." At 
10:30 o'clock he was sinking fast. Hal- 
lam Tennyson gave him a few spoon- 
fuls of brandy and milk; he swallowed 
with difficulty, and was unable to 
take further nourishment. 


At midnight he whispered very feebly 


his last words to his wife. His finger 
still marked the passage of "Oymbe- 
line," which he had last read and thus 
he died. 


"In all my experience," said Sir An- 


drew Clark, "I never witnessed any- 
thing more glorious. There were no ' 
artificial lights in the chamber. All 
was darkness except for the silver 
light of the full moon, which fell upon 
the bed and played upon the features 
of the dying poet like the halo in'a 
rembrandt picture." 


"The end was beautiful, calm and 


painless," said Hallam Tennyson. "He 
passed away as if in sleep, and the, 
watchers could hardly distinguish tho, 
final moment." 


During the last two days of his ill- 


ness, Tennyson was told occasionally 
of the hundreds of telegrams of in- 
quiry received at Aldworth, and he ex- 
pressed repeatedly his gratitude that so 
many persons, far and near, were 
watching the course of his illness. 
Hallam Tennyson read the dispatches 
from the queen each day, to which his 
father listened with evident pleasure.. 


Lady Tennyson made a brave effort 


to rally under her grief, but she is 
almost prostrated by sorrow and 
fatigue. 


The poet's death was learned only 


after prolonged delay. Shortly before 
2 o'clock the sky became ciouded and a 
cold rain began to fall. Most of the 
reporters who had waited outside the 
gate left. Some time later Sir Andrew 
Clark left the house to take his carriage 
for London, and from him camo the 
first news of the poet's death. 


Lord Tennyson lies on the bed on 


which he died. He looks hardly 60| 
years of age. Th* lines and wrinkles; 
have vanished from his face, and his 
Ijeard, usually unkempt, has been 
trimmed and brushed. His hand* are 
folded on his breast, wreaths of laurel 
are at his head and feet and Virginia 
creepers and autumn leaves are scat- 
tered round him. 


Although the surroundings of the 


deathbed 
are 
solemnly impressive, 


pains have been taken, in deference to 
the dead poet's feelings, often expressed 
to his family, to avoid every thing sng- 
tlve of funeral forms. 


Lord Tennyson was on the eve of de- 


parture for his beautiful winter.home 
on the Isle of Wight when he was 
stricken down by the disease which 
caused his drath, 


The space reserved in 'Westminster 


abbey for Tennyson's body is just to 
the laft of Bobert Browning's tomb.

His actions and mode of 
living were such as to impress the fer- 
vent colored people.

nothing while the sun shone and wrote 
long into the night 


On Sunday night be aroused from an 


apparently deep reverie while in the 
home of Smallwood and announced 
that "the spirit" was moving in him. 
Several persons were in the room and 
with eyes staring from their heads they 
heard him declare that soon West Ches- 
ter vould be visited by a terrible cy- 
clone which would bring death and de- 
struction to tho ungodly. The an-

held in Smallwood church have bean 
crowded with frightened repentant sin- 
ners.

prophecy occurrences before and had 
never known him to fail. Jones has

WASHnfOTon, Oct T.—It is under- 


stood that after many .months of ef- 
fort, Minister Abbot has succeeded 
in negotiating with the government of 
the republic of Colombia, South Amer- 
ica, a reciprocity arrangement, under 
the tariff act, covering the commercial 
relations of that country and the 
United States. The old cabinet op- 
posed a treaty, but the new vice-presi- 
dent, who, since the last election has 
been acting, in the place of President 
Nunez, who is an invalid, seems to 
have favored the arrangement. 


The failure to enter into a reciprocal 


arrangement with the United States 
before January last, put Colombia with 
Hayti and Venezuela in the list of those 
countries against which, on March 15, 
retaliatory duties on sugar, molasses, 
coffee, tea and hides were imposed by 
proclamation of President Harrison. 
The United States is one of the best 
customers of Colombia, and it was 
especially desirable that amicable ar- 
rangements should be mode with her 
government In 1880 the value of the 
exports amounting to $16,000,000. In 
1890 It had risen to WMeT.MB. The 
maximum of •imports was 114,000,000. 
The foreign trade is chiefly with En- 
gland, France, Germany and the United 
States. The principal articles of ex- 
port are cattle, coffee, dye woods, gold, 
silver, hides, ivory nuts, rubber, to- 
bacco and woods. The cattle go tb the 
isthmus, so they should not really be 
classed as exports. 
Nearly all the 


hides,' and by far the greater part of 
the coffee, rubber and construction 
woods go to the United States; the 
gold, silver and dye woods to England, 
and the tobacco and ivory nuts to 
Germany. 


The United States minister at Bogata 


reported that in 1888, 38 per cent of 
the exports went to Great Britain, 10 
per cent to Franc*, 12 per cent to Ger- 
many and 40 per cent to the United 
States. 


The imports consist of cloths of wool, 


cotton, linen and silks; shoes, ready- 
made clothing, furniture, machines, 
haberdashery, watches, paper, drugs, 
spices, books, liquors, pottery, Iron, 
flour, cigarettes, food conserves and 
other domestic and industrial commo- 
dities. 


In 1888, 49 per cent ol the Imports 


came from Great Britain, 31 per cent 
from France, 18 per cent, from Ger- 
many, and 18 per cent from the United 
States. 


As to the quality and character of 


the tradesmen to Colombia, it i* said 
that bankruptcy is scarcely ever 
known. It Is said that but one failure 
has occurred in Hodellln, a principal 
importing center. In forty-nine years, 
and then 00 rants on the dollar was 
paid.

THE POET SLEEPS. 


Peaceful and Painless Death of 


Lord Tennyson

LONDON, Oct 7.—Alfred Tennyson 


died at 1:35 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Lady Tennyson, his eon Hallam, and 
his wife, Sir Andrew Clark, Dr. 'Dabbs, 
the nurses and other servants who had 
been with him for twenty-five year* 
were at his bedside whan death came. 
He was tranquil, conscious and painless 
to the end. 


Wednesday morning Tennyson wai 


turned, at his request, to face the light. 
After looking at the window for sev- 
eral minutes, ho spoke of the brilliancy 
of the sunshine and the clearness of tho 
air. Early In the afternoon he slept 
lightly. He awoke in full conscious- 
ness. He asked for his favorite copy of 
Shakespeare, turned the leaves until 
he found "Cymbellno," and gazed at 
one page for several minutes, moving 
his lips as If reading to himself. The 
watchers Waited in silence for him to 
speak, but he finally laid down the 
volume without having uttered a word, 
and, with his finger still between the 
leaves, he fell asleep. The book was 
not removed.

When Tennyson awoko toward even- 


ing he could speak only In a weak 
whisper. He thanked Dr. Dabbs and 
Sir Andrew Clark for the'.r faithful 
attendance, and commended all of the 
servants who had helped care for him 
during his illness, and whispered a 
word or two of gratitude to the nurses. 


As the evening advanced the moon 


rose in unusual splendor and flooded 
the 
room 
with 
light 
Tennyson 


watched it through the curtainless 
window, with his hand still resting be- 
tween the leaves of "Cymbeliue." At 
10:30 o'clock he was sinking fast. Hal- 
lam Tennyson gave him a few spoon- 
fuls of brandy and milk; he swallowed 
with difficulty, and was unable to 
take further nourishment. 


At midnight he whispered very feebly 


his last words to his wife. His finger 
still marked the passage of "Oymbe- 
line,'' which he had last read and thus 
he died. 


"In all my experience," said Sh An- 


drew Clark, "1 never witnessed any- 
thing more glorious. There were no 
artificial lights in the chamber. All 
was darkness except for the silver 
light of the full moon, which fell upon 
the bed and played upon the features 
of the dying poet like the halo in'a. 
rembrandt picture." 


"The 
end was beautiful, calm and 


painless," said Hallam Tennyson. "He 
passed away as if in sleep, and the, 
watchers could hardly distinguish the! 
final moment" 


During the last two days of his ill- 


ness, Tennyson was told occasionally 
of the hundreds of telegrams of in- 
quiry received at Aldworth, and he ex- 
pressed repeatedly his gratitude that so 
many persona, far and near, were 
watching the course of his illness. 
Hallam Tennyson read the dispatches 
from the queen each day, to which his 
father listened with evident pleasure. 


Lady Tennyson made a brave effort 


to rally under her grief, but she is 
almost prostrated by sorrow and 
fatigue. 


The poet's death was learned only 


after prolonged delay. Shortly before 
2 o'clock the eky became ciouded and a 
cold rain begMS to fall 
Most of the 


reporters who bad waited outside the 
gate left Some time later Sir Andrew 
Clark left the house to take his carriage 
for London, and from him came the 
first news of the poet's death. 


Lord Tennyson lies on the bed on 


which he died. He looks hardly 60f 
years of age. Th* lines and wrinkles, 
have vanished from his face, and his 
Ijeard, usually unkempt, has been 
trimmed and brushed. Bis hands are 
folded on his breast, wreaths of laurel 
are at his head and feet and Virginia 
creepers and autumn leaves are scat 
tered round him. 


Although the surroundings of the 


deathbed 
are solemnly impressive, 


pains have been taken, hi deference to 
the dead poet's feelings, often expressed 
to bis family, tc avoid every thing sng- 
tlve of funeral forms. 


Lord Tennyson was on the eve of de- 


parture for his beautiful winter home 
on the Isle of Wight when he was 
stricken down by the disease which 
caused his death. 


The apace reserved in Westminster 


abbey for Tennyson's body I* just to 
the left of Bobart Browning's tomb. 
No memorial service will be held in 
laalemere on Sunday, but it is under- 
toed th« bishop of Winchester will 
eMr in all s»n«o» at the parish church 
to the post's death.

IQRBES TO A RECIPROCAL TREATY 


By Which th« United States Will 8t- 


cuce the Bulk of * Very Profit- 


•bl« Trade How Enjoyed 


by Qtrat Britain. 


Colombia, at I**t Beady forBsolproolty. 


WASHINGTOM, Oct T.—It is under- 


stood that after many months of ef- 
fort, Minister Abbot has succeeded 
in negotiating with the government of 
the republic of Colombia, South Amer- 
ca, a reciprocity arrangement, under 
the tariff act, covering the commercial 
relations of that country and the 
United States. The old cabinet op- 
posed a treaty, but the new vice-presi- 
dent, who, since the last election has 
been acting in the place of President 
Nunez, who is an invalid, seems to 
hare favored the arrangement 


The failure to enter into a reciprocal 


arrangement with the United States 
before January last, put Colombia with 
Hayti and Venezuela in the list of those 
countries against which, on March 15, 
retaliatory duties on sugar, molasses, 
coffee, tea and hides were imposed by 
proclamation of President Harrison. 
The United States Is one of the best 
customers of Colombia, and it was 
especially desirable that amicable ar- 
rangements should be made with her 
government 
In 1880 the value of the 


exports amounting to 116,600,000. In 
1800 it had risen to MO,467,8M. The 
maximum of imports was $14,000,000. 
The foreign trade is chiefly with En- 
gland, France, Germany and the United 
States. The principal articles of ex- 
port are cattle, coffee, dye woods, gold, 
silver, hides, ivory nuts, rubber, to- 
bacco and woods. The cattle go to the 
isthmus, so they should not really be 
classed as exports. 
Nearly all the 


aides, and by far the greater part of 
the coffee, rubber and construction 
woods go to the United States; the 
gold, silver and dye woods to England, 
ind the tobacco and ivory nuts to 
Germany. 


Tbe United States minister at Bogata 


reported that in 1888, 38 per cent, of 
the export* went to Great Britain, 10 
per cent to Franco, 18 per eent. to Ger- 
many and 40 per cent to the United 
States. 


The imports consist of olotha of wool, 


cotton, linen and silks; shoes, ready- 
made clothing, furniture, machines, 
haberdashery, watches, paper, drugs, 
spices, books, liquors, pottery, iron, 
flour, cigarettes, food conserves and 
other domestic and industrial commo- 
dities. 


In 1888, 49 per eent ol the Imports 


came from Great Britain, 31 per cent 
From France, 18 per eent. from Ger- 
many, and 12 per eent from the United 
States. 


As to the quality and character of 


.he tradesmen In Colombia, it Is said 
;hst bankruptcy is scarcely ever 
mown. It le said that but one failure 
las occurred in Hedellln, a principal 
mporting center. In forty-nine years, 
and then 50 cants on the dollar was 
jald. Neither fees nor license are re- 
lulred for commercial travelers ia 
Colombia.

The Value of u Vote. 


It was in Ohio (at least (here the story 


was located) where a state senator was 
elected by a majority of only one vote. 
The man thus elected decided the elec- 
tion of a United States senator by a 
single vote — his own. 
The United 


States senator thus elected gave the de- 
ciding1 vote that brought on, or rather 
ordered on, tho Mexican war. This 
story, whether true or not, aptly illus- 
trates the importance of a single vote, 
whioh may be a potent factor in form- 
ing far-reaching and permanent results. 


In a form of government where every 


man is an Integral portion of It there 
ia no escaping the responsibility of a 
vote. Paradoxical as it may seem, you 
vote when you don't vote. H you are 
entitled to a vote and have any prefer- 
ence as to party, unless you make your 
•way to tho ballot box and assert JOUP- 
self you really vote for the other party, 
for by not voting at all you give a half 
a vote in the count for the other party. 
The polls are not held in a cornfield, or 
factory, or store, and yet nf ty thousand 
republicans neglected to vote two years 
ago in Illinois, permitting the state to 
get a democratic footing in congress, 
unwarranted by thej well-known senti- 
ment of the people. 


Over one-half of the votes now cast 


In this state come from the cities of 8,- 
000 inhabitants and upward. Into those 
cities the vicious and purchoseable vot- 
ers invariably drift; and they are always 
on hand election day. The voting poSv- 
er of cities Is nearly always up to the 
total, and a rainy day helps rather than 
retards the democratic vote. 


The country is the stronghold of the 


republican vote, and one would suppose 
that they would turn out, to a man, at 
every election, in order to mamtain 
themselves against the city vote, which 
in its very nature is hostile t6 the 
(farmer, often fastening heavy taxes on 
him, to support the expense of -crime 
committed and pauperism fostered by 
city methods of misgovernment. But 
tho granger works on, picks his 
coin, or plows, 
if it 
be possi- 


ble, 
unmindful 
of the city vote 


which elects his county, state and 
even national officials, whether he likes 
them or not. In very self-defense the 
farmer should go to the polls this year 
and take a free man's place in selecting 
his candidates in sympathy with his 
wishes and his interests. Don't stay at 
homo, and then scold like a fish-woman 
because good men are not elected. 


The difference between a voter who 


stays away from the polls (thus selling 
his vote for what he does in the field) 
and a city heeler who Bells his vote for 
a glass of liquor, is only one of degree. 
Fifty thousand republicans, by not vot- 
ing, permitted the democrats to run 
away with the state in 1802. Will they 
vote it bock into line this fall, by vot- 
ing? We shall see. _
